Mechanical Ventilator Dependent Waiver — the waiver
renewal was submitted to CMS on August 30, 2017.
The waiver expires November 30, 2017. Awaiting
response from CMS.

Head and Spinal Cord Injury (HASCI) waiver — it is in the
renewal process right now. Jennifer Robinson
(SCDHHS HASCI Waiver Administrator) has teamed up
with Melissa Ritter (DDSN Director of HASCI Division)
to host 4 public forums to gather input on the HASCI
waiver renewal. Those will occur over the next few
weeks. Kelly will attach the memo with the dates,
times and locations of the meetings in the email with
the minutes.

o Family connection offered to also have
parents/families review it for the same. Kelly will send
a draft to Kathryn once ready.

o The next meeting is Oct. 4 and will be used for some
vision planning to determine the group’s next tasks
and steps forward.

CMS deadline —
update

As stated in earlier updates, CMS issued an extension of
the HCBS deadline for the settings criteria until March
2022. ltis important to note that this applies only to HCBS
settings as they were the only part of the regulation that
had a transition period. All other requirements (person-
centered planning and conflict-free case management)
were (and still are) to be in place effective March 17, 2014.
Kelly shared the following deadlines, by setting, to achieve
compliance. These were discussed with SCDHHS
leadership and SCDDSN leadership.
o Adult Day Health Care settings: December 31, 2018
= This is the original deadline. 46 site visits have been
completed. All of those settings have received
feedback; all have either a Compliance Action Plan
(CAP) due, under review, or approved.
= Only 35 site visits remain.
o DDSN Residential settings:
= December 31, 2018 for many of the requirements
(lease, key, food, visitors, etc.) These are already in
directives and standards.
=  For settings with geographical compliance issues,
will be given until December 2021
o DDSN Non-residential settings: March 17, 2022
=  Compliance Action Plans for these settings should
be in place by March 17, 2019 at the latest so they
can take advantage of the extra time to make the
necessary changes to come into compliance

Concerns were voiced about the timelines for DDSN
settings as these settings have not yet received any
feedback on their compliance status.

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Concerns were voiced about the residential settings that
may have geographical compliance issues. Many may be
HUD homes, which involves long-term leases with the
providers, certain requirements in the lease (between
HUD and provider). Also expressed were concerns related
to the cost of relocating homes/residents. It was asked
that SCDHHS be realistic with timelines.

Settings site visits

Adult Day Health Care settings

o 46 site visits have been completed.

o All 46 have received their feedback along with their
Compliance Action Plan to complete which will
indicate how the setting will make the needed changes
to come into compliance with HCBS requirements.

PCG:

o They are completing site visits of all DDSN contracted
providers

o Scheduled to finish all site visits by the end of
September; should have final assessments to SCDHHS
by end of October

o DHHS and DDSN are still working together on a process
for reviewing the data and making a determination on
the level of compliance for settings. They want to
make sure the feedback is meaningful for providers to
help them make the needed changes for compliance.

o Kelly plans to issue a global report this month on what
has been noted so far systemically so that providers
can use that to begin making changes. It will be done
by setting type. Another global analysis will be sent
out once all of the settings are complete.
